Louisville, Ky. — Fire drills were 
forgotten l.y the inmates of the Ken- 
tucl.y Children’s Home Society and 
only the coolness of Miss .Nellie Cole- 
man, the matron, prevented losses ol 
life and proiterty. She directed the 
use of fire extinguishers to put out 
the blaze before the fire department 
arrived, while, with her nurses and 
assistants, she rescued six or seven 
children from suffocation in their 
rooms. 

The fire started In the laundry, but 
the direction of Miss Coleman was 
able to keep it under control. Fred 
Poindexter, Nancy Williams, Curtis 
Hackworth, Thomas Nelson and oth- 
er children were saved by the nurses. 

It is believed by the department 
here that a stove In the laundry ig- 
nited some dried clothes. Several 
scores of children were in the home.

FAMOUS TOM KENNEDY 
FARM. 

Over in Garrard county, a short 
distance from Lancaster, i.s situated 
the ‘ The Kennedy Farm,” cele- 
brated as having figured in Mis. 
Stowe’s “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 
This old farm wa.s the scene of a 
bloody tragedy shortly beforey the 
outbreak of the civil war. A^ the 
story goes, a deadly feud fisted 
between General '^om Kenedy, 
the owner of the far^ and James 
Gillespie, a wealthy pl^ut^r of the 
neighborhood, as the ^(come of 
an insulting epithet |ias.sed by 
Kennedy during a quarpel jfetween 
the two men. Keniu^V \was a 
man of robust statuce, qui'ck to 
quarrel and ve/y dangerous w’l^en 
aroused. Gillespie Kas a man of 
much the same kit^, aud every- 
body knew that When a meeting 
ot the men occurred the death of 
one or the other was a.ssured. 
Fiuallv the meeting took place 
right in front of General Kennedy’s 
veranda. Gillespie, grown im- 
patient for satisfaction for the 
deidly iusult offered him, bad 
sought his enemy on the threshold 
of bis home: a lew hot words were

passed, shots were exchanged, and 
Gillispie fell mortallv wonnded. 
Kennedy had the dying man con- 
veyed to a room in the upper 
story of his bonse, and the life 
blood flowing from him dyed the 
floor for several feel around, and 
now it is averred that the stains 
change from a dull brown to a 
pronounced red every year, the 
color being the most vivid the 
24th., day of June, which is the 
anniversary of the murder of 
Gillespie by Tom Kennedy. The 
change begius the 23rd, and though 
gradual, is quite precepetible, and 
the color is a deep red on the 24th 
after which it changes back to dull 
brown. Kennedy is buried in the 
little country churchyard near the 
farm. His grave is beneath a huge 
weeping willow, and over bis last 
resting place is a stone slab bearing 
au inscription. It is alleged that 
this slab has been rent asunder 
three times by lightning. — Bards- 
10 wn Record. 

This remarkabe story of the 
haanted willow, makes a very 
readable artical but as to the truth 
fulness of the whole story we can 
not vouch for it and we believe 
our Bardstowu friend has used 
his .ma^ination rather freely in the 
preparation of the story.

Frankfort, Ky. — The first court-mar- 
tial held in Kentucky in years con- 
vened here for the purpose of trying 
Capt. M. I... Chowning. of Lawrence- 
burg, charged with filling the raiik^ 
of his company for inspection with 
militiamen from this city; l.ieut. ll. 
S. Smith, of Danville, accused of “pad- 
ding” the expense account of ih'e 
troops under his command while in 
service recently in Bracken county on 
account of the night-rider troubles, 
and Private C. C. Epps, of .Middles 
boro, who is charged with desertion 
while guarding the tobacco barn ot 
Dr. S. H. Halley, near Lexington. The 
first case taken up was that of Pd- 
vale Epps, and the verdict will not 
be made public until it is approv--d 
by Gov. Willson. 



I.iexIngton, Ky. — The students of the 
College of the Bible and Transylvania 
university have organized a bureau ot 
self-help, in imitation of Yale and olh- 
er large universities.

— Revenue collections 
for November 16, 1908, tell a different 
story from those of November 16.
